Morning Session Held in Assembly
Hall and Afternoon in the
Tabernacle.

SOME GRATIFYING REPORTS

Organlzations in Good Working Order
==Interesting Addresses by tho
Authorities—Fast Offerings,

The regular quarterly conference of
the L'berty stake was held yosterday
morning at 10 a. m. in the nsgembly
hall and at £ p. m. In the tabernacle,
Thera were prosent of the general ay-
thorities, Presidents John R. Winder
and Anthon H. Lund and Apostle He-
bor J. Grant.

the stake is only 2% cents per monti.
The rule of the Church is that we fast
for 24 hours, thus saving the cost of
two meals and donating that amount
to help the poor. Of course, we all un-
derstand that it i8 impossible 10 feed
anyone one day for 2% cents. People
who are living up to all the other re-
guirement are frequently short gh this
point. The amount pald on tlns: ne-
count varles in different wards, Thete
is one ward which pays 39-10 cents,
while in another ward the payment 18
only 18-10 cents”

The speaker reported an increase of
population in the stake of “h"‘"A“)
per cent, also that the tithing for 1807
increased 13 per cent,
saints, contrary to auvice and counsel,
left the payment of their titheg untid
the end of the year, and then on ac-
count of the financial stringency e
unable to get the moeney to pay taer
tithing.
